Served as Mayor Many 
Years—Tragedy Comes 


at Age of 84

Tragedy, sorrow, and intense agony 


filled the soul of E. E. (Ernest) Hasol- 
nian, Ozan's oldest and most highly re- 
spected 
citizen, Wednesday, as he 


grieved over ihc mysterious deaths of 
his wife, Mrs. Ethel Haselman, and of 
his .step-daughter, Mrs. Wilbur Robins. 
Both women died of poisoning, Wed- 
nesday morning, at the Ifciselman res- 
idence in O/.aii. So groat was the 
shock of their deaths to Mr. Hnselman, 
who is 81 years old, that he was rc- 
jnoved to the Josephine hospital in 
Hopo, soon after the deaths occurred. 


To the eitr/.ens of the Oxan com- 


munity Mr. Ha.selman is a true friend 
and to one who hns known him as 
the friend he IK he is a character whom 
any community would be glad to call 
its own. 


Born in Germany 84 years ago, Mr. 


Haselman underwent the hardships 
nf a jxior boy's life in Germany in 
those days. During his early 'teens he 
served in the German government as 
an army boy. At the age of 16 he came 
to 'America. 
Washington, Ark., was 


his destination. There he made his 
lion^c with a German family until he 
was large enough and old enough to 
go into a business of his own.

township. Mr. Hasulman was in Own 
sit that time exerting his every effort 
nnd ability to do his part in making 
the pulllcmont a worth-while town 
and community.

tal health and the strengthening of it* 
fibers, as Well as the dangers of emo- 
tional upset.

portant. But this is work for the 
specialist and seldom for the amateur 
It compares with medical or rather 
physical cure.

It is the master organ 
which gives the human being the pow- 
er- to think and to reason, to speak 
and to create. The brains of all ani- 
mals, however, are not the same—as 
anyone who has had much experience 
with them knows. There is lots of 
di$er.ence between the brain of a fish 
worm and that of a dog or a horse. In- 
deed there are differences between the 
brains of various dogs and various 
horses exactly .as there are differences 
between the brains ol various men. 


One of the distinguishing factors be- 


tween the mammals, for example, and 
lower animals is the fact that the 
mammals nurse their young and take 
cajre of them. Of course, birds and 
evgn some, snakes develop care of the 
young for brief periods, but the manv 
mais have greater capacities than ani- 
mals of a lower order. 


A, dog gets along much better than a 


snake. He can adapt himself to many 
conditions. In fact, a dog can learn 
fa*, beyond the ability of lower ani- 
mals. It is interesting that the seal, 


ed to performances which would be 
impossible for fish, which are not 
mamma Is. 


The nearest brain to that of man is 


the brain of what are called the an- 
thropoid apes—the monkeys that arc- 
like a man. These monkeys, including 
the chimpanzee, orang-utan, lemur 
and the gorilla, have hands that grasp 
and a brain structure much like that of 
man. 
There are some experts who in- 


sist that these monkeys have even 
limited powers of reasoning. 


Intelligence tests made on the orang- 


utan show that it is slow but that it 
actually tries to get insight into every 
test -situation. In fact, it has been 
urged that the brain of this monkey 
can attain the development necessary 
for the production of an idea. 


The chimpanzees have attained great 


reputations as performers and as com- 
edians. They have learned to use im- 
plements like spoons and straws. They 
develop markmanship with sticks and 
stories, and they get great fun out of 
dressing up and masquerading like hu-

CON of a Slavic butcher and inn- 
^ keeper, Anton Dvorak had al- 
ready achieved great musical dis- 
tinction when he came to the 
United States in 1892. Here he 
was engaged ns director of the 
New York National Conservatory 
at a salary of $15,000 a year. 


Dvorak held this post for three 


years, attuning- his ear to every 
strange new variation of jife and 
tone he found in America. 
He 


grew particularly interested in the 
folk songs of Negroes and 
In- 


dians, to the point of introducing 
their melodies in his composition. 
Out of this experience grew his 
'New World Symphony" and "In 
Nature." 


In 1895, Dvorak returned to live 


n Prague, where honors were 
heaped upon 'him. He wrote five 
symphonies,' much chamber music, 
a number of successful operas and 
several sacred compositions. He 
died in 1904, and after his death 
inends found three more com-
